WASHINGTON (JP)—Launching of a worldwide campaign for the sale of Israel Bonds and an 
exchange of views over the question of American Jewish emigration to Israel were two of the high- 
weekend’s first International Planning Conference for Israel. 

The conference officially inaugurated the campaign to sell $75 million in 1954 out of a total bond 
issue of $365 million. Henry Morgenthau Jr. was named to head the International Committee for the

In a paper read here recently by an assistant, Magr. Thomas J.j vealed as the Charles Moyland 


McMahon, who heads a special 
Vatican relief mission 
Near East, also accused Ameri- 
can daily papers of distorting the 
view of the Holy Land situation 
to many Americans. 

CHARGES CAMPAIGN 

He said that “a powerful propa- 
ganda campaign has sought to 
give the impression that the Vati- 
ean is willing to compromise its 
original stand for the complete 
internationalization of Jerusalem; 
that he has been secretly com- 
missioned by the Vatican as “a 
cloak and dagger politician” to 
effect this compromise; that to 
have peace in Palestine it is nec- 
essary to grant all of Israel’s de- 
mands. 

Msgr. McMahon’ emphasized 
that the Vatican has not departed 
from the position that the Holy 
Places cannot be considered safe 
until they become “truly inter- 
national, or supra-national.” 

He denied he was a Papal dip- 
lomatic agent, asserting his only 
mission in the Near East was to 
administer relief, particularly to 
the 800,000 Arab refugees left 
homeless since the Israeli War of 
Independence.

ers. The Moylan brothers, lead- 
ers of the league, maintained in- 
timate contacts with the German- 
American Bund and other anti- 
Democratic organizations. 

Goldhaber said both brothers 
had records of arrests previous to 
1941, Leo for violations of li- 
quor statutes and Charles for 
setting up and abetting an ille- 
gal lottery.

henever someone who has 
W: complaint about the pub- 
licity we°have not given them 
wants to end the argument with 
a clincher, they always point out 
that the daily paper thought so 
much about what they were do- 
ing it not only gave them a news 
story, but also wrote an editorial 
on it. 

On the national level, we are 
confronted with “The New York 
Times devoted a full column to 
our convention, yet The National 
Jewish Post (snicker) didn’t even 
mention it.” 

Then they look as if they want 
to spit in disgust. To them, this 
is the coup de grace, and they 
walk away as if there is no pos- 
sible answer, 

We think that where Jewish 
news is concerned we are a little 
better informed than the editors 
of daily papers, or even top brass 
on the New York Times, What 
may seem to these editors as out- 
standing or unusual is something 
that Post editors, and readers 
know to be commonplace. 

THERE IS ALSO another con- 
sideration. 

Where we cover the news of 
organizational activity and devel- 
opments in the Jewish commun- 
ity from week to week, the daily 
papers may carry only one story 
a year, and very likely that one 
story is something that our read- 
ers learned about months ago 
through our routine news cov: 
erage. 

The final point is that our read- 
ers are a select group—people 
who know and are concerned 
with what goes on in Jewish life. 
What to many a non-Jewish and 


some Jews may sound like an im 
portant development, to our read- 
ers isn’t unusual at all. 

This is only one aspect ef our 
editorial approach, 

THERE IS NO QUESTION but 
that a 25th anniversary of a rab- 
bi in the pupit is an important 
occasion. The ground-breaking 
ceremonies for a new synagogue 
structure or a new Jewish com- 
munity center are other evenis 
that mean a great deal to the 
people who are concerned. 

Yet these, if they get any men- 
tion in The Post at all, are invar- 
iably hidden and receive at most 
a couple of sentences. 

This is inevitable in a papet 
in which there is so much com- 
petition for what space is avail- 
able. Yet in a few years—or even 
sooner—as we begin to expand 
our size, these events will get the 
kind of decent treatment they de- 
serve. 

NOT EVERYTHING in The 
Post has to be scintillating, hot 
stuff. There is no reason why 
significant events which do not 
produce controversy, but what 
are run of the mill happenings, 
shouldn’t be reported. Yet no edi- 
tor would discard a good news 
story, for a description of a dedi- 
cation exercise, 

What he would like to do, and 
what he knows he must do if he 
is to have a well-rounded paper, 
is to cover both kinds of happen- 
ings, 

This he would like to be doing 
now, and the sooner the better. 
But it will have to wait for more 
pages—which optimistically we 
think is just around the corner.

The Battle’s Won 


HATEVER happens to Joe McCar- 
thy or to United States Jewry, 
there is a lesson for the Jewish commu- 


nity that should not be lost. 


When the organized Jewish commu- 
nity spoke out forthrightly against Mc- 


Carthy’s methods, there were some 
Anglo-Jewish papers and a great many 
Jews who urged caution. 

They were not opposed to criticism 
of McCarthy, but they warned that Jews 
should not assail the man as Jews, but 
should join with other groups in indict- 
ing the methods used by the Wisconsin 
senator. 

But the Jewish community, through 
its official agencies, did not heed these 
words of fear. They nailed Mr. McCar- 
thy for his actions, and spread on the 
record that the official Jewish bodies 
denounced his activities which were 
tending to break down free speech and 
to deprive his victims of the protection 
offered citizens by a democracy. 

In the past our rabbinical bodies 
have spoken out fearlessly on many oc- 
sasions. But the Jewish group as a 
whole has either not been willing or not 


had the apparatus to take such bold 
stands. 

The history of the American Jewish 
community is replete with vigorous ae. 
tion by Jews whenever the Jewish name 
was impugned. Starting with the ip. 
famous ruling of Gen. Ulysses S. Grant 
against Jews in the Civil War, American 
history will show that the Jewish citi. 
zens of the United States did not take 
lying down any defamation or innuendo 
by officials that Jews were other than 
equal citizens of the nation. 

Now that tradition has been set also 
for speaking out on issues which affect 
Jews ony as they affect other citizens, 
it will be much less difficult in the future 
for the Jewish groups in the United 
States to take its side with whatever 
movement it considers important and 
wherever it feels that as Jews it should 
stand. There will be only a fringe 
group who may quaver because Jews as 
Jews speak out. But the battle has been 
won and the American Jew can be exe 
pected henceforth to say what he thinks 
without qualms. This is a happy devel. 
opment. 


Here’s the Real Answer 


O ONE asked us to address the very 
successful meeting last week-end 
in Washington, D. C., which launched 
the new sale of Israel bonds. But if we 
had been asked to say our piece, we 
would have told the large assemblage 
that the Arabs will stop their mauraud- 
ing expeditions against Israel, whether 
by soldiers of the regular Arab armies or 
by murderous gangs, only when one 
thing happens. 
This will be when Israel has estab- 
lished herself solidly economically. 
The Arabs now know that Israel can 
defeat them in any test of arms. 
But the Arabs still hope to eliminate 
Israel from the face of the world by 
economic gttrition. - 


Once Israel shows that she has built 
her economy as solidly as she has built 
her army, then the Arabs will begin to 
think in terms of peace. 

This is a simple little deduction. 

For the U. S. Jewish community 
then, this point must not be lost. The 
quicker Israel can become economically 
sound, the sooner the difficulty with the 
Arabs will be over. 

Whether through bonds, through the 
United Jewish Appeal, through private 
investments, through tourism, and other 
means of support for the new state, the 
diaspora must do all in its power to set 
Israel on the road to economic pros 
perity. 

This is the one real answer to the 
Arabs.
